April 15, 2000? 

No! All current license dasses and privileges will rerrain the 
sare, and all licensees will be able to renew their licenses 
indefinitely. (The sole exception is for those who obtained a 
Tednidan license or examcredit prior to March 21, 1987--see 
question 4, below.) The primary difference is that the FCC will 
stop issuing new Novice and Advanced dass licenses after April 15, 2000. 
Beyond that, current Technidan and Tednidan Plus licensees will be lurped irto 
a angle Tedmidan licensee FCC database. When renewed, currert Technidan 
Plus licenses will be stared sinply "Techridan" Tecnidans who have passed 
Herrert 1, the 5 WPM Morse code exanination, will enjoy currert Tech Plus HF 
privileges, but the burden of proof of having passed Herrent 1 (5 WPM or any 
higher Morse code elerrert) will be on the licensee.

The presert Herrert 
3B examination has 30 questions, the new Herrert 3 test will have 35, so the 
advartage to tes before April 15, 2000, is dight CSCE holders must attend a 
Volurteer Examiner session, conplete Form605, attacha valid CSCE, and pay 
the required application fee ($6.65 for the ARRL-VEC), if the VEC you use 
crargesa fee. To be valid on April 15, 2000, your CSCE will have to be dated 
onor after April 17, 1999.

Thsis 
because under the old system the written examination for Tecnidan and 
Gereral dass was idertical; the only difference was that Technidans had to 
pass a 5 WPM Morse code tes, while Generals had to passa 13 WPM Morse 
code test. The upgrade is not autorratic, however. You will have to apply 
through a Volurteer Exarviner test session, corplete Form605, attach 
doaurertary proof of having conpleted the requrerrerts for a Tedridan 
license prior to March 21, 1987, and pay anapplicationfee, if any, to the VEC 
involved. 


5, What do | need for "docurrentary proof’ of having held my Techridan licens 
before March 21, 1987? 

Obviously, if you have an original or a copy of your Tedridan license issued 
anytire prior to March 21, 1987, that woud suffice. Otherdocurertary 
evidence coud indude an original CSCE for Herrert 3 issued prior to that date;

“The Conmission may, upon learning that an 

application has been grarted asa resut of an 

inadvertert, ministerial processing error, set adde 

the erroneous grart.” With these words on 

December 15th, 1999, FCC Spedal Course! for 

Amateur Radio Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, re-assigned the N3SH 
dub call Sgn back to the Wireless Assodation of South Hills, Inc 


Ina letter to Mr. Ronald Lertz N3WX, Hollingsworth poirted out that 
Leriz had failed to respord to a previous FCC letter on March 3, 
1999 regarding the original corplairt of WASH (filed during the 
short time WASH was known as the “N3SH Amateur Radio Club”) 
and that the call was re-assigned back to WASH shortly thereafter. 
Leriz then “again applied for N3SH in the narre of the South Hills 
Amateur Radio Club, Inc” which was grarted onJ uly 15, 1999. This 
application shoud not have been grarted and probably sipped 
through dung the dart-up at that tire of the Universal Licensing 
Systemfor the Armateur Service. 


Leriz was also advised in the letter that “any future atterypt to 
obtain this call Sgn, N3SH, without a ful disdosure and justification 
of the Graumstances on your application will be considered an abuse 
of the Conmisson’s processes and will reflect adversely on your 
Qualifications to retain your Amateur license N3WX.” 


Leriz was the original trustee of the WASH (then known as the South 
Hills ARC) dub call. He was replaced by curert trustee Steve Lane 
W3SRL by unanimous vote in May 1998, as he had not paid his 
1998 dues and was no longer a rember of good standing in the 
orgarization, thus ineligible to continue as dub trustee. He has never 
retumed calls or letters inquiring as to why he left the orgarization.
